"STATE DEMANDS. 


POINTS SCATTERED. 


(RY THE ASBOCTATHD PRES?—P.M.) 

MOSCOW, April 6—The Central 
Committee of the Social Revolutionary 
party has drawn up a document con- 
taining the main points of its pro- 
gramme, and of this hundreds of thous- 
ands of copies are being printed for 
circulation in all parts of European 
Russia. The first and main point is the 
establishment of a democratic repub- 
lic on the ruins of the autocracy, and, 
beside the usual points of social demo- 
cratic doctrine, it includes many argu- 
ments especially directed to Russian 
conditions and designed to appeal to 
the self-interest of the Russian pro- 
letariat, both agricultural and indus- 
trial. It voices phrases familiar to 
the American ear, such as “initiative 
and referendum,” “public ownership 
of public utilities,” ete. 

The programme is divided under two 
heads, the firsta politregal domain un- 
der which it demands the institution 
of a democratic republic, with broad 
autonomy for the provinces, municipal- 
ities and communes; the widest ap-

“DRIED-UP IDOL” 
OF BIGOTRY BEATEN. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED 


T. PETERSBURG, April 7, 12:45 
a.m.—The inside history. of the 


movement for the freedom of the 


orthodox church from the bureaucracy 
of the Holy Synod shows that it owes 
its initiation to President Witte at a 
meeting of the Committee of Minis- 
ters during the consideration of ques- 
tion of tolerance for all faiths, which 
was raised by the ukase of December 
25, 1904. 

Witte delivered an eloquent speech 
on the necessity of keeping alive the 
faith among the ignorant, poverty- 
stricken mujiks, who comprise 120,- 
000,000 of the population of Russia 
and declared that for all bitterness 
and despair of their lives religion was 
the only compensation. Without faith, 
he said, the foundation of the whole 
Russian state would be destroyed. 

Antonius, the Metropolitan of St. 


| Petersburg, who was present, was 


greatly impressed, and discussed with 
Witte the deplorable condition of the 
church. As a result of this discussion, 


Witte draw up a memorial to the 


— 


throne in favor of calling an eccles- 
lastical council to reform the church 
administrative system. This docu- 
ment was followed by a petition in 
a similar vein, signed by Metropolitan 
Antonius and bishops priests, 

Procurator is .repre- 
sented to have héen furious and to 
have locked horns with Witte. He 
wrote to Emperor, Nicholas advising 
that the whole question of religious 
tolerance be turned gyer to the Holy 
Synod. The venerable procurator, 
however, finding that he could not 
even command a majority of the synod 
for his proposition and much less 
against convening a ®hurch council, 
retired from the field beaten. His 
aide, Stabler, tried to create the im- 
pression that M. Pobedonostzeff him- 
self favored the council; but the Pro- 
curator really was so chagrined — 
he is reported to have resigned. Th 
however, is denied. 

The Russky Slovo, in giving an ac- 
count of Pobedonostzeff's defeat, says: 
“The dried-up idol will fall soon or

In the realm of finance, the party 
favors progressive income and inheri- 
tance taxes, inapplicable to small. in- 
comes; the abolition of indirect taxes 
and the protective system except as 
to objects of luxury. It also favors the 
common ownership of all utilities, 
mdeical assistance gratis, development 
of coéperation on strictly democratic 
principles and measures tending to the 
independence of the working classes 
of governmental bureaucracy. — 

The document closes with a warning 
to individuals against “state social- 
ism,” which it decleres a system of 
half measures, deluding workers, con- 
centrating industry and commerce in 
the hands of tr governing bureanu- 
eracy, and urging the summoning of 
a constituent assembly in which it 
proposes to conduct the campaign for 
the dissolution of the autocratic regimé 
and the transformation of the existing

DOZENS OF PLACES IN PANIC. 

PEASANTS STILL PLUDERING. 
1 [BY THE ASSOCIATED 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 
reports of peasant uprisings in the Bal- 
tie provinces, especially in Lithuania 
and Courtland, continge extremely dis- 
quieting. Although Cossack and in- 
fantry patrols are scattered through 
the country, the troops are unable to 
stop the plundering of estates by the 
larger peasant bands. At Werra, where 
a regiment of Cossacks fired upon a 
mob which had complete possession of 
the town, the rioters were dispersed, 
but they broke up into smaller bands, 
which terrorized the neighboring land 
owners. Similar incidents have de- 
curred at other places. The smaller 
bands drive off cattle, burn barns and 
fodder and help themselves to grain 
and provisions. 

Dispatches from dozens of places tell 
of panic produced by the depredations 
of roving bands of peasants. 

The agrarian agitation ig regarded 
as the result of irritation of the peas- 
ants against the controlling privileged 
classes, the savage character of the

| Elwood Mead Predicts That intoxicant 


Win Supersede Gasoline and Oil 
as Fuel.

CHEYENNE (Wyo.) April 6.—[Ex- 
Slusive Dispatch.}] In an interview to- 
day, Prof. Elwood Mead, in charge af 
irrigation investigations of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, made the predic- 
tion that within a few years alcohol 
Will supersede gasoline and oll for 


power and fuel purposes, and that this 


will be the greatest blow to the Stan- 
dard On trust ever struck. 

“In Germany,” says Prof. Mead, “by 
national legisiation, alcohol has come 
Into almost general use for fuel and 
power purposes, and in Italy alcohol. 
is sold for 12 cents a galion. Russia 
is a@iso interested in the proposition 
and has offered a reward of $5000 to 
the person devising a method of man- 
ufacturing alcohol which will be suit- 
able for fuel and power purposes and 
at the same time be undrinkable. 

“This denaturalization of alcohol is 
being sought for in America, and as 
on as it is found, legislation will 
be enacted removing the tariff from 
aicohol and making it far cheaper for 
commercial purposes than oll or gaso- 
lime. When that time arrives, and it 
will come in the near future, every 
farmer can manufacture his own al- 
cohol for power purposes in operating 
pumping machines, and a great stride 
will be made toward solving the prob- 
lem of pumping as a means of irriga- 
tion in the arid West.“

She charges 
it all to the Bowery and not to the 
odors of Chinatown, for those are not 
new to her, having lived for several 
years in Shanghai and heaving been 
piloted through the narrowest under- 
ground sections of San Francisco's 
Chinatown on many occasions. 

“I was particularly impressed with 
the Bowery music halls,” said Mme. 

“We made the trip last 
night just to learn something of the 
other side of New York—a section 
which I had never seen before. 

“The moral tone of the Bowery is 
what impressed me most. I expected 
to see something different—such as is 
to be found in the slums of London, 
Paris and the Barbary Coast, San 
Francisco.

RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 

| VICTIMS NUMBER THOUSANDS. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—A report of 
the railroad accidents in the United 
States during the months of October, 
November and December, 1904, has 
been compiled by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. It shows that in 
that quarter 63 passengers and 189 em- 
ployés were killed and 1430 passengers 
and 1866 employés injured, a total of 
242 persons killed and 3298 injured in 
train accidents. Other accidents to 
passengers and employés, not the re- 
sult of collisions or derailments, bring 


- the total number of casualties up to 


14,978—961 killed and 14,027 injured. The 
repert indicates a decrease of 178 killed 
and 624 injured, as compared with the 
last preceding quarter. Of the total 
number of 53 passengers killed in train 
accidents, 29 were killed in one collision 
betWeen a passenger train and a freight 
train. The total number of collisions 
quarter was 
2958, the financial damage aggregating 
52,601,501. The number. of employés 
killed in coupling and u upling cars 
in the quarter was 71-12 more than in 
the preceding three months.

Rockefeller for missionary work. Mr. 
Dodd declares: 

“The Objection to Mr. Rockefeller's 
sift is based upon the allegation that 
he made his money dishonestly. This 
accusation is false, is vile, and, being 
made by ministers in the pretended in- 
terest of morality, is doubly false. The 
assertion should not be made unless it 
can be readily established by specifica- 
tion and proof. I have seen no proof 
and no attempt even at specification, 
except in the protest of Dr. Gladden. 

“The system of rebates has, happily, 
received the condemnation of law. 
The Standard welcomed the change 
as a“ beneficial one. But to 
Say now that it should not 
have obtained the rebates under the 
old system, which its position enabled 
it to gain, is an impossible counsel of 
perfection. 

“The evidence before the Industrial 
Commission shows very clearly to any 
unprejudiced mind that since the en- 
actment of the interstate commerce 
law the Standard has obeyed it in 
every particular.

No doubt many have 
been prejudiced against Mr. Rockefe!- 
ler by sensational writers, whose arti- 
cles, accompanied by portraits and 
caricatures, are intended to create the 
impression that Mr. Rockefeller was

companies, although no fact showing 
such connection is stated.

Anglo-French cordiality, which Is be- 
ing generally interpreted tonight as a 
conspicuous response to Germany's at- 
titude regarding Morocco, although the 
King remained but a short time. 

He was met outside the city by 
President Loubet, who heid a private 
conversation with His Majesty lasting 
nearly an hour. The details of the con- 
versation excite a wide range of spec- 
vlaiion, but its actual purport has not 
been disclosed. However, a  semi-offi- 
cial communication recites that the 
meeting had far less reserve than that 
between King Edward and President 
Loubet last year, and that it was 
marked by the freedom of the confi- 
cences exchanged. | 

Beyond this private conversation, 
King Edward confined himself to the 
usual public expressions of good will. 
He spoke at the station of the pleas- 
ure a visit to France always gave 
him; but there was not the slightest 
public utterance having significance 
upon pending itical affairs. In this 
respect, the King’s reserve is being 
compared with the freedom of Em- 
peror William’s recent utterances. 

The passage of the King was unat- 
tended by any spectacular features, as 
it was the wish of the authorities to 
avoid a political demonstrtaion. Presi- 
dent Loubet joined the royal train «at 
Pierre Fitte station, where, sur- 
rounded by distinguished officials of 
both governments, the two rulers ex- 


changed their first greetings. The King | 


conducted President Loubet to his 
private car, where the conversation 
continued until the Lyons railway sta- 
tion was reached. Outside the station 
the crowd was held back by cordons 
of police, the absence of military dis- 
play being noticeable, 

During the half hour at the station 
King Edward continued to talk with 
President Loubet, and held an extend- 
ed conference with the British Am- 
ae or at Paris, Sir Francis Levison 

rtie. 

King Edward left Paris at 7:10 for 
Marseilies, where he will join Queen 
Alexandra on board the royal yacht.

Judging, however, from ex- 
ternal appearance, one cannot but re- 
mark that the meeting today was 
marked not only by less reserve than

ANGLO-FRENCH: ALLIANCE? - 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRES2—A.M.j 

LONDON, April 6—King Edward 
started today to join Queen Alexan- 
dra at Marseilles, by way of Paris, 
where he will meet President Loubet. 
The Marquis of Salisbury accompanied 
the King, as Minister in Attendance. 

Not much attention is paid here to 
the suggestions from some quarters of 
the continent that the King’s visit to 
France may be preliminary to an An- 
glo-French alliance. Nevertheless, 
following as it does on an active ex- 
change of views between London and 
Paris, it is expected to help in smooth- 
ing away some of the international 
controversies. 

Although King Edward's trip to the 
Mediterranean was arranged some time 
ago, no steps were taken to secure a 
meeting with M. Loubet until after 
Emperor William's visit to Tangier. 
The meeting, therefore, is accepted here 
as in some measure intended to em- 
phasize Anglo-French solidarity and as 
an answer to the commentaries who 
represent the Tangier incident as Ger- 
many’s retort to the Anglo-French 
agreement regarding Morocco. 

In this connection, Earl Percy, Un- 
der Secretary for Foreign Affairs, in- 
formed questioners in the House of 
Commons today that the Anglo-French 
agreement of April 8, 1904, was never 
officially communicated to Germany, 
nor had any communications on the 
subject passed between Great Britain 
and Germany except in reference to the 
Khedival decree dealing with the Egyp- 
tian part of the agreement. The Ful 
tan of Morocco, Earl Percy added, was 
not a party to the Anglo-French dec- 
laration, which was an independent ar- 
rangement between Great Britain and 
France for dealing with their respec- 
tive interests in Morocco.

— — — ‘ 
Opposes ‘Aid for the Lamps 
on Spring Street. 


Merry Tilt Over Finances at 
Luncheon Party. 


Council Favors Su pplying the 
“Juice” for System. 


Spring street is to have as 
decorative electric lamp on 
or excel that of Broadway, if plans of 
the Spring Street Improvement Asso- 
elation are pushed to completion... 

The entire matter depends on 
whether the ,city will pay for the extra 


light, as it is to do for the fancy 


Broadway lamps. 

Mayor McAleer says the city is too 
Poor to assume the extra expense. 

Chairman Smith of the Council Fi- 
nance Committee declares the Mayor is 
wrong; that there is sufficient money 
in the treasury for the purpose indi- 
cated, and that encouragement should 
be given to the plan. 

The matter came up yesterday at a 
luncheon at the Jonathan Club. The 
Mayor and members of the Council 
were there as guests of the Improve- 
ment Association, of which W. M. Gar- 
land is president; W. C. Patterson, 
re and M. Lisner, secre- 

The luncheon was a lovely affair at 
the start. It went along smoothly tor 
an hour or so, while Mr. Patterson and 
members of the association explained 
their plan. Dark clouds appeared when 


the Mayor gave his views. The storm | 


broke when Councilman Smith threw 
some of the Meyor’s statements back 
into his teeth, and then there came a 


little gieam of sunshine which is said 


to portend lights for Spring street. 

In explaining the plan, Mr. Patterson 
said the association proposed to erect 
decorative lamp posts on Spring street, 
from Temple to Tenth street. Plans 
were submitted of electroliers some- 
what different in design from those on 
Broadway, but of the same general 
order. 

The speaker said there was a certain 
center around which the city revolved.

Chairman Smith of the Council Fi- 
nance Committee declares the Mayor is 
wrong; that there is sufficient money 
in the treasury for the purpose indi- 
cated, and that encouragement should 
be given to the plan. 

The matter came up yesterday at a 
luncheon at the Jonathan Club. The 
Mayor and members of the Council 
Were there as guests of the Improve- 
ment Association, of which W. M. Gar- 
land is president: W. C. Patterson, 
en and M. Lisner, secre- 

The luncheon was a lovely affair at 
the start. It went along smoothly tor 
an hour or so, while Mr. Patterson and 
members of the association explained 
their plan. Dark clouds appeared when 
the Mayor gave his views. The storm 
broke when Councilman Smith threw 
some of the Mayor's statements back 
into his teeth, and then there came a 


to portend lights for Spring street. 

In explaining the plan, Mr. Patterson 
said the association proposed to erect 
decorative lamp posts on Spring street, 
from Temple to Tenth street. Plans 
were submitted of electroliers some- 
what different in design from those on 
Broadway, but of the same general 
order. 

The speaker said there was a certain 
center around which the city revolved. 
If that were beautified and made at- 
tractive, the entire city would reap the 
benefit. In time, he said, the limits of 
the district could be extended. 

BENEFIT GENERAL. 

Mr. Patterson said the association 
would raise the funds for nistalling the 
lamps if it could have the assurance 
that the ctiy would pay for the light- 
ing. It was his opinion that the people 
of the entire city would enjoy the 
beautification of the business section 
or any other part of the city, and 
would be willing to pay the small por- 
tion of the expense that would fall to 


Figures were presented to show that 
50 per cent. of the taxation of the mu- 
nicipality is paid by persons within 
the district it is proposed to beautify. 

It is said the total cost of the im- 
provement to the association would be 
about $15,000. The assumption is that 
the electricity for the system would be 
about that estimated for Broadway— 

per month. | 
MAYOR OBJECTS. 

“But the city is too poor to assume 
this added burden,” said the Mayor in 
reply to the proposition. 

“This expense, if borne at all, should 
be borne by the business men. There 
are poor people in the residence sec- 
tions who are entitled to light streets. 
Spring street is light enough.” 

This brought Councilman 
his feet with the statement that the 
Mayor was mistaken with regard to 
the finances of the city. 

“There is plenty of money for this 
purpose, or there will be,” he said. “I 
believe the city should ent into this 
plan as it has into the B iway plan, 
and that Main and Hill streets should 
come in for similar attention. 

“Every taxpayer throughout the city 
is interested in this improvement, as 
well as the business men who propose 
it, and who, too, are large taxpayers. 

J believe the Council is with me 
in this and that it will lend its sup- 
port to the movement.” 

COUNCIL AGREEABLE. 

Other members of the Council, while 
not making addresses, expressed them- 
selves in favor of the plan, regardless 
of the stand the Mayor would take. 

Before the luncheon party dispersed, 
it is sald Mr. McAleer acknowledged 
that he was in favor, after all, of ex- 
tending to Spring street the same con- 
sideration that Had been accorded 
Broadway. 

Members of the association said they 
believed the Mayor hardly would veto 
the measure if adopted by the Coun- 


cil. 

With the support of the Finance 
Committee and a majority of the Coun- 
cil practically assured, it is thought 
the matter will come up at an early 
date for final action.

NO CURE, MORE DEATHS. 


Ravages of Cerebro-spinal 
Cannot be Stopped by Use of 
Diphtheria Anti-texin. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED 


NEW YORK, April 6.—Experiments 
‘carried out at Gouverneur Hospital in 
this city have resulted in the decision 
by the medical staff that there is no 
hope of establishing a cure for cerebro- 
spinal meningitis by the use of diph- 
therila anti-toxin. After trials from 


a death rate of the same percentage 
prevatied as last year, and the anti- 
toxin was not used. 
Meantime, the epidemic continues its 
spread through all the territory within 
250 miles. There were eighteen deaths 
Wednesday in Greater New York. Be- 
tween Saturday noon and the same 
hour Wednesday, there were forty- 
seven deaths in Manhattan, against 
forty-six in the four days of the pre- 
vious week. Since Saturday noon, 
there have been seven deaths in the 
Bronx, against four in the entire week 
previous. 
In Brooklyn, the epidemic is on the 
decline, temporarily at least. There 
have been only ten deaths there since 
Saturday.

CHILDREN ANO LABOR. 

NEW LAW IN EFFECT SOON. 

n the 2ist inst. the new labor law 
affecting children, passed by the last 
Legisiature, will go into effect. Under 
its provisions no minor under eighteen 
years shall be employed more than nine 
hours a day, except when necessary to 
make repairs to prevent the ordinary 
running of machinery, or when a dif- 
ferent apportionment of the hours of 
labor is to be made for the sole purpose 
of making a shorter day's work for one 
day of the week; and in no case shall 
the hours of labor exceed. fifty-four 
hours in a week. 

Under sixteen years of age no minor 
shall be permitted te work between the 
hours of 10 o'clock in the evening and 
6 o'clock in the morning. And no child 
uncer fourteen years of age shall be 
employed in any mercantile institution, 
office, laundry, manufacturing estab-. 
lishment, workshop, restaurant, hotel, 
apartment house, or in the distribution 
or transmission of merchandise or mes- 
sages. 

Those are the specific prohibitions, 
but to them are some exceptions..._. 
It ie provided that the judge of the 
Juvenile Court, or of the Superior 
Court where there is no Juvenile Court, 
shall have authority to issue a permit 
to work to any child over the age of 
twelve years, upon a sworn statement 
made by the parent alleging age, that 
the parent or parents of such child are 
incapacitated for labor through i- 
ness, and after a bation or truant 
officer has reported upon the case. 

It is provided that any child over 
twelve may be employed during the 
regular vacations of the public schools

Age 
and schooling certificates shall be pro- 
vicec by the superintendent of schools, 
or by a person authorized by him, and 
he will have the authority to adminis- 
ter the oaths necessary for carrying out 
the provisions of the act. 

Ar infraction of any of the provis- 
lons is made a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction the penalty is a fine of not 
leas than $50 nor more than $200, or 
imprisonment for not more than sixty 
days, or both. 

Nothing in the act is to be construed 
to prohibit the employment of minors 
at agricultural, horticultural, viticul- 
tural or domestic labor, during the 
time the public schools are not in ses- 
sion, or during other than school hours. 
The enforcement of this law is part of 
the duty of the Commissioner of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, but any 
person may lay an information before 
a magistrate. 

Already a large number of applica- 
tions have been made to Judge Wilbur, 
but only to be turned down, as the law 
is not yet in effect. As judge of the 
Juvenile Court it devolves upon him to 
issue permits to minors who may de- 
sice to work, or who have been work- 
ing Until the three new judges are ap- 
poir.ted, and there is a redistribution of 
the work of the courts, Judge Wilbur 
Will try and set apart one afternoon in 
each week for the especial purpose of 
issuing these permits. |

HE EUROPEAN GITUATION. 

“Impulsive” and impetuous are 
adjectives that are frequently applied 
to Emperor William, but events 
usually show that there is well-caicu- 
lated method in all his actions and ut- 
terances. It is impossible to consider 
his flouting of France in Morocco as 
anything but deliberate. For the in- 
cident has to be considered not by it- 
self, but in connection with others 
that have preceded it. Only a few 
weeks previous there was a sharp pas- 
sage of arms between German and 
French diplomacy at Constantinople. 
The Sultan of Turkey had negotiated 
a loan from Germany, and had agreed 
to spend it on the purchase of Krupp 
artillery. But France interposed, and 
demanded a share in this latter com- 
mercial transaction. The Sultan, with 
his usual irresolution, yielded, and 
divided the contract. But no sooner 
was this compromise. announced than 
the German Emperor almost insult- 
ingly ordered its cancellation. At this 
stage the controversy stands, Turkey 
timid of giving offense in either 
quarter, the French Ambassador in- 
sistent that Germany be not allowed 
to interfere in the business concerns 
of French industries. : 
At any time during the past year 
Germany might have entered her 
formal protest against the Franco- 
British entente in regard to political 
predominance in Morocco. But she 
has remained silent, virtually allowing 
the treaty to go into effect, as was 
shown when the United States con- 
sulted with France over the affair 
of the release of Perdicaris from the

Macedonian atrocities may cease, but 
England is helpless because she has 
no foothold in the country. Nor, 
however strong the justification on 
grounds of humanity, would the west- 
ern powers of Burope l ook her in- 
dividual interference. Similarly with 
France, where popular sentiment is 
stirred to the depths, but where po- 
litical prudence dictates that the regu- 
lation of the suffering Turkish prov- 
ince must be brought about primarily 
by the countries whose geographical 
position makes them most directly 
concerned. 

Thus at the present moment it is 
Turkey that is the real storm center 
of Europe. The Moroccan affair is 
but an incident, co-related, but of 
strictly minor importance; the mere 
moving of a pawn in a diplomatic 
game of chess of which the world at 
large sees very little. It is absolutely 
certain that France will brook no se- 
rious intermeddling with her North 
African policy, and it is equally cer- 
tain that the German Emperor knows 
this full well. But his assertion of 


a claim to full political equality in 
Morocco may be made only with a 


view to its renunciation as compensa- 
tion for privileges to be secured for 
himself elsewhere. France bartered 


to England the vestiges of her rights 


in Egypt for recognition of ber ro- 
litical ascendancy in Morocz>. 80 
history would be only repeating it- 
self if Germany utilizes her shadowy 
claims in Morocco to gain subsiantial 
consideration in another quarter. In 
this light her distinct challenge 10 
France on the question of financial 
and commercial preponderance in Con- 
stantinople- gains added significance. 


N RE GARBAGE. 

There are two sides to the ques- 
tion as to whether the city garbage 
ought to be collected at night or in 
the daytime. Much may be said on 
either side of this question, and a 
satisfactory solution of it will no 
doubt be reached in due course of 
time. 

On the subject of the proper dis- 
position of garbage, after it has been 
collected, there is room for but one 
opinion. Beyond all doubt it must 
be burned. Fire is the only element 
that can be profitably and successfully 
employed for this purpose, and the 
sooner the application is made, upon 
an adequate scale, the better it will 
de. for the city's health and general 
welfare. J 

The phenomenal growth of Los An- 
geles is some excuse for the delay in 
putting in a garbage crematory of suf- 
ficient capacity to destroy all the city’s 
waste. There have been so many 
avenues for expenditure of the city's 
revenues that it has been a question 
of what we could get along without, 
for a time, rather than a question of 
what we should buy. A small city 
or country town may dump iis gar- 
dase in some out-of-the-way place 
without creating an intolerable nuis- 
ance. Not so with a large city, where 
the waste amounts to many tons 
daily. Los Angeles has reached a 
period in its development which will 
no longer permit the dumping of its 
perishable garbage in any out-of-the- 
way place. It must be burned, and 
inasmuch as this can be done in such 
a way as to return a profit to the 
city, arrangements must be made as 
1 as practicable for thus disposing 

it. 

The Council has readvertised for 
bids for a garbage incinerator of ca- 
pacity adequate to the city’s needs for 
some time to come. When the bids 
shall have been received and opened, 
it ought not to be a very difficult 
matter to decide which proposition 
will be most favorable to the city. 
A decision having been reached, 
prompt action should follow. 

The people of Fruitland cannot be 
blamed for protesting, and protesting 
vigorously, against the nuisance cre- 
ated in their vicinity by the “city 
dump.” And, clearly, the city has no 
more right to create a nuisance than 
has any private citizen. Tons upon 
tons of reeking garbage cannot but 
be a nuisance in any locality, and 
within a large radius round about. 
The nuisance is, besides, a serious 
menace to health, and a serious dam- 
age to property im the vicinity. The 
ume has come, as we have d, for 
the city to abandon the duliping sys- 
tem altogether, and to adopt the cre- 
mation plan. It is up to the Council 
to bring’ about this change with as 
little delay as is compatible with 
economy and thoroughness. 


The Russian bureaucracy—faithiess

To the unhappy people 
of Russia, who have so long been mis- 
governed, misied and oppressed, the 
Sympathies of the civilized world are 
due, and are freely accorded. ey 


Nicholl Zavoisky, adopted son of 
Maxim Gorky, is planning a tour of the 
United States for the purpose of 
preaching the gospel of revolution 
“among the poorer classes.” This is a 
free country, and young Zavolsky prob- 
ably knows very little about its insti- 
tutions and its people. But if he at- 
tempts to stir up revolution in the 
United States among “the poorer 
classes,” or any other did classes, he 
will meet with a reception which will 
very soon give him colder’ feet than 
he would get by going through a Rus- 
sian winter without shoes or stockings. 


The Morse Iron Works and Dry 
Docks Company, one of the largest in- 
stitutions of its kind in the United 
States, has just come out of the hands 
of a receiver, after having been nearly 
bankrupted by trying to conform to the 
unreasonable and impossible demands 
of unionism. The reorganized com- 
pany announces that hereafter it will 
run an open shop, ignoring and defy- 
ing the would-be union dictators. This 
is the only sure way to permanent in- 
dustrial success. 


Chicago teamsters are threatening to 
strike because the garment workers 
are on strike in that city. Have you 
ever noticed that when there is any 
kind of a strike on, the teamsters 
take occasion to go on a strike also? 
They seem to feel that they are in duty 
bound to “butt in” whenever there is 
trouble of any kind; and as a general 
thing they make more trouble than the 
original strikers.

JNTHE BIG 
INDUSTRIES. 


At the present time there are sev- 


enty-one different “authorized bodies” | 


that generate the - ele@tric supply of 
London, It needs no engineer to un- 
derstand that such piecemeal, scattered 
operations are uneconomical in the ex- 
treme. Big central power stations can 
dé the work of a score of small estab- 
lishments at a mere fraction of the 
cost. For then the mechanical engi- 
neering pax of the problem is all dealt 
with under one roof; there is only one 
set of boilers and steam engines, and 
one staff of steam-engine tenders and 
firemen. The high-pressure current 
can be sent to substations for final re- 
duction to its commercia! voltage, and 
at these substations there need be no 
steam engines at all. Seventy-one gen- 
erating plants in London are thus a 
waste of capital invested in plants, and 
a - of skilled mechanical labor as 
well. 


Great Central Power Plant. 


Now. however, the British metrop- 
olix’ is going to be electrified on a 
much more economical and scientific 
plan. A corporation has been formed 
with a capital of $25,000,000, which is 
prev-ared to bind itself to generate and 
gell electric current to the whole 
Lordon and for some distance around 
at less than half the average price 
now paid by consumers, and in some 
cases at less than a quarter. The com- 
pany does not propose to retail the 
current, but will merely relieve the va- 
rious “authorized bodies“ of the task 
of generating it, supplying them with 
the electricity and leaving in their 
hands the work of district distribution, 
In other words, there will be one grand 
cér.tral power station, with seventy-one 
substations for transforming the cur- 
rent and retailing it. 

Enormous aggregate economies will 
be effected, as the price to be charged 
to the separate companies now gener- 
ating will, in many cases, be below 
their present cost of production. Indi- 
rectly, of course, the whole body of 
consumers, that is the general public, 
will benefit by this concentration of 
effort, for cheaper wholesale supplies 
of electricity will lower the retail price 
of the current for both lighting and 
power purposes. The scheme ie likely 
to effect an industrial revolution in 
London, by giving an immense impe- 
tus to the use of electric power in fac- 
tories, and bringing it within the finan- 
cial reach of even the smallest work- 
shops. 

Electricity in North England. 

A similar central supply company is 
operating in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 
to show the rapid progress made in the 
use of electricity in that important in- 
dustrial center the following striking 
figures may be cited. Dealing in round 
millions of units, the annual progress 
has been as follows: In 1900, $1,000,000; 
190i, $2,000,000; 1902, $5,000,000; 1903, $9, 
000,000: 1904, $17,000,000, and 1905, $25,- 
000,000, estimated on contracts already 
closed. Tyneside is right in the heart 
of one of the principal coal regions of 
England, so that the electric current 
can be produced there very econom- 
ieally. 

Such figures prove that, if Great Brit- 
ain has hitherto been under the impu- 
tation of being slow to adopt the mod- 
ern motive power, she is swiftly mak- 
ing up lost ground. Moreover, she is 
coming into the new industrial move- 
ment when the period of costly experi- 
ment has been passed, and thus bene- 
fite by the experiences of other coun- 
tries, notably of the United States, 
where much of the world’s pioneer 
work in electrical engineering has been 
done. The British plants are all of the 
most perfect and up-to-date type; so 
that there will be no huge junk heaps, 
such as are to be found on this side of 
the Atlantic, in our own Los Angeles as 
well as in every other big American 
city. With us successive improvements 
condemned electrical machinery long 
befcre the limit of its fair wear and 
teat life had been reached. 


California Fruits in France. 


United States ‘Commercial Agent 
Walter T. Griffin, Limoges, France, in 
his annual report for 1904, whieh will 
be printed in Commercial Relations for 
tha: year, has the following paragraph 
on American fruits in France: “Within 
fifteen years the importation of canned, 
dried and preserved fruits into this 
pant of France has doubled. California 

rs, plums, apricots and peaches are 
ound in every grocery store; and dried 
fruits of every variety, of better qual. 
ity than the domestic product, are sold 
throughout France generally. How- 
ever, there is still an opening for a 
large increase in this business, and if 
the French market is properly ap- 
proached sales could be doubled. 


Artificial Silk. 


The production of artificial silk in 
Germany, the country where most 
modern industrial miracles based on 
chemistry are wrought, has now passed 
far beyond the stage of mere experi- 
ment. Last year the parent factory in 
Frankfort produced close on $1,000,000 
worth of the article, and during the 
current year its present capacity will 
be doubled. To show that artificial silk 
is in good demand at a profitabie price, 
it is only necessary to add that a divi- 
dend of 35 per cent. on a capital of 
$714,000 was paid as the result of last 
year’s operations. is German com- 
pany is now erecting a branch factory 
in Italy, and is contemplating the es- 
tabiishment of one in the United States, 
where there is a steadily-increasing de- 
mand for artificial silk. But surely 
now is the time for American capital 
and enterprise to butt in, and take a 
hand toward supplying its own wants 
in a commodity whose commercial 
value and general utility are so thor- 
oughly proven. 


Lest We Forget. 


We, of all people, are the least likely 
to crow over Russia because she has 
met with reverses in the field. A very 
few years ago we sufferel humtliat⸗ 
ing reverses in South Africa. Fortu- 
nately, in our case our adversaries ha.i 
not a large population to draw upon, 
and that population did not possess the 
wonderful military virtues of the Japa- 
nese. In the end, therefore, we were 
able to compel them to lay down arms. 
But we do not forget in the least 
that we suffered humiliations because 
we were unprepared, and because, in 
our national vanity, we thought it un- 
necessary to make serious preparation. 
Therefore, instead of crowing over the 
Russians or considering that they have 
suffered in prestige, we honestly sym- 
pathize with them, provided they show 
the manly courage to admit that they 
have been defeated, and that they now 
intend.to devote themselves to the re- 
cuperation of their country.—[London 
Statist
